Is the Combination to Have a New 
Competitor ?

HOLYOKE, Mass., September 8, 1808. 

There are wars and rumors of wars in 
the envelope business just at present. The 
latest is that there is a movement on foot 
to organize a company with a capitalization 
of half a million dollars for the establish- 
ment of a plant in Springfield to be run in 
opposition to the United States Company. 
It is impossible at the present time to as- 
certain the truthfulness of this report, but 
it.comes from a source which is usually 
trustworthy, and which up to the present 
time has not failed your correspondent, 
The report says that the new company is 
to be organized under the laws of the State 
of Massachusetts, which means that all of 
the capital must be paid in before business 
is commenced. It is also stated that Bos- 
ton, Lowell, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
capital is interested in the movement. The

The capitalization of the proposed new 
company is far in excess of the capitaliza- 
tion of any of the companies bought up by 
the United States Company. It is possible 
that the company may be organized 
within a month. -It is said that the 
projectors have been in Springfield 
looking the ground over and that a suitable 
site has been decided upon, although the 
exact location has been kept secret for rea- 
sons best known to the men in the scheme. 
The plant will probably be managed by 
men from the eastern part of the State. 

Your correspondent could learn nothing 
definite concerning the plans of the pro- 
posed company from R. W. Day, treasurer 
of the United States Envelope Company, 
but it is likely that Mr. Day had heard of 
the company. George N. Tyner, of this 
city, was seen, but he had not heard of the 
project, although he said he should not be 
surprised if such a rumor was current, He 
has been expecting such rumors, but the 
United States Company is not to be 
bluffed. The company has all of the plants 
in that it wants, and it is not buying up 
newly organized companies to keep out 
competition. Mr. Tyner was of the opinion 
that the United States Company would pay 
no attention to the rumors, and many of 
them, in his mind, were circulated to in- 
duce the combination to buy out the com- 
nanies before they began business. H.

Nicholson, notary public, 243 Broadway, 
states that he is a person in actual exist- 
ence, and that Frank R. Walker has been 
in his employ. He says further that the 
goods sold to D. S. Walton & Co. were 
his goods, and that the money collected by 
the marshal under levy was his money. 
The remarkable thing about the affidavit 
was that it carefully refrained from giving 
Mr. Brown’s home or office address. 

Frank R. Walker in his affidavit takes 
considerable pains to deny the allegation 
that he is C. C. Brown and specifically de- 
nies that he ever admitted doing business 
fraudulently under the name of Brown, as 
charged by one of the parties making an 
affidavit for the plaintiffs. He says C. C. 
Brown is a commission merchant, who 
formerly had an office at 24 Park place.

Notwith- 
standing the evident absurdity of such a 
proposition, the more especially when ap- 
plied to paper men from Ohio, the Secre- 
tary of State put the official machinery in 
motion and all bids were rejected, the con- 
tracts being set aside. New bids are now 
called for. A peculiar feature of the case is 
the theory that some one gained a knowl- 
edge of the alleged combine’s plans, and 
underbid it on super, being awarded the 
contract, which went for a few minutes to 
a man who is connected with a large pack- 
ing house, and who is therefore suspected 
of hauling the chestnuts out for someone 
else. As it stands the affair is a very de- 
licious mess, and it now remains for the 
next opening of bids and the proceedings 
subsequent thereto to throw some light on 
the subject. 





As is well known, when bids were re- 
cently asked for supplying stamped enve- 
lopes to the Government there arose out of 
the awarding of the contract certain com- 
plications which led to litigation and to 
the issuing of a new call for bids. Under 
the first bidding the Purcell Envelope 
Company claimed that it had been award- 
ed the contract, and it attempted by legal 
process to restrain the Postmaster-General 
from in any way interfering with its work 
under that contract. The court held that 
the contract was valid, that it had no pow- 
er to restrain the Postmaster-General, and 
that the Purcell Company must collect its 
damages, whatever they might be, through 
the Court of Claims. The Postmaster- 
General called for new bids, and they were 
opened on Wednesday, the total amount 
of each bid being as follows: The Plimpton 
Manufacturing Company and the Morgan 
Envelope Company, $418,869; Charles 

Couper, $430,707; Connecticut River Paper 
| Company, $458,586; American Envelope 
Company, $481,785. The acceptance of the 
| lowest bid will effect a large saving of 
money to the Government, and the credit

Wants Formula of “Finish.” 
BOSTON, Mass., September 6, 1898. 
Editor of The Journal: 

The article in this week’s issue, “The Use 
of Starch,” brought to my mind a method 
in use at the Bridge Hall Mills, Lanca- 
shire, England, when I worked there a 
number of years ago. The mode of pre- 
paring the starch for use in the beating en- 
gine was as follows: A certain weight of 
starch was dumped into a circular zinc cis- 
tern, to which was added a certain number 
of gallons of water, also a certain number 
of gallons of what the mill employees called 
“caustic liquor.” Then the whole was thor- 
oughly stirred together with an ordinary 
beating engine paddle for about fifteen 
minutes. In about two hours’ time it 
turned into a jelly, and if my memory is not 
in error one pail of this jelly was put into 
a 500-pound engine of news, two into a like 
quantity of book, and from three to four 
into the same weight of writing. The tech- 
nical term used in the mill for this starch 
jedlly was “finish.” On every machine each 
calender roll, excepting the bottom one, 
was bored for steam, and a very fine, glossy 
finish was put on the sheet by the use of the 
two agents, “finish” and steam. After the 
sheet got cold a slight degree of the glossi- 
ness would disappear, but the glazed finish 
would still remain. The object of this let- 
ter is to ask any paper maker who may 
have worked in the above-named mill, or 
in any mill using the same preparation, to 
give the formula of same. 

Most especially I want to know what is 
this “caustic liquor” and how prepared. 
Trusting some one will oblige, through the

Robert Craig & Sons, of Caldercruix 
and Moffat Mills, has been turned into a 
limited company. The new firm has a cap- 
ital of $1,000,000, divided into $50 shares. | 
The Turner Paper Mill Company, Lim- 
ited, has also been formed, with a capital 
of $400,000, to manufacture and deal in 
wood pulp. 

John Brown, a very old employee of the 
firm of Alexander Cowan & Sons, has just 
died. He was in his sixty-third year, and 
had been in the service of the great paper- 
making firm for about forty-five years, for 
half of which period -he acted as their 
confidential clerk. 

An explosion and fire” occurred on the 
23d at Potter & Co.'s Pegamoid Works, 
Orchard Mills, Darwen. In the process 
of manufacturing pegamoid paper methy- 
lated spirits are used, and a cask of this 
exploded and set fire to a quantity of pa- 
per, the explosion practically destroying 
one of the machines. The damage is es- 
timated at $1,500. Another fire of a rather 
alarming nature occurred in the middle of 
the month at Messrs. Bruce & Sons’ Pa- 
per Mills, Currie. The outbreak 
place in a large wooden structure, which 
was used for storing the raw material, and 
it developed with alarming rapidity. On 
the arrival of the Edinburgh Brigade the 
roof of the building had fallen in, and the 
place was one mass of flame, and after the 
fire was to some extent subdued the smoke 
was so dense that the efforts of the fire- 
men were to a very considerable extent 
hampered. There was nothing for the bri- 
gade to do but prevent the fire from 
spreading to the adjoining works, which 
are separated from the wooden structure 
by only a few yards, and which contain all 
the valuable machinery of the firm. That 
this was done was due principally to a fire- 


proof brick wall, which was built on :

side of the esparto shed which adjoined 
the main building. Besides the destruction 
of an enormous quantity of esparto grass 
and rags, some machinery used in the 
dusting of the raw material was rendered 
almost useless. Owing to the fact-that the 
bulk of the raw material stored was de- 
stroyed, work was interfered with for two 
or three days, and as the firm employs 
about 400 hands the loss, apart from the 
destruction of the propérty and its con- 
tents, will be considerable. It is, how- 
ever, fully covered by insurance. 

Young, Trotter & Son, of the Chirnside 
Bridge Paper Mill, have just paid a divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. on the preference 
shares and 10 per cent. on the ordinary 
shares, after writing off $6,250 for depre- 
ciation and $2,168 for reserve and contin- 
gent fund. The firm hopes to have its 
third machine in operation by the month 
of October. 

A. M. Peebles & Son, Limited, of Rish- 
ton and Whiteash paper mills, have is- 
sued their report for the year ended on 
June 30. This states that the gross profit 
amounted to $114,460, and the net, after 
payment of debenture interest, office ex- 
penses, directors’ fees, etc., to $73,060, mak- 
ing, with the sum brought forward from 
last year, a total of $102,400. An interim 
dividend on the ordinary share capital was 
paid in February last at the rate of 8% pet 
cent. per annum, and one-half year’s inter- 
est on the preference capital was paid on 
the same date, leaving a sum available for 
dividend of $73,650. It is now proposed 
to pay the second half year’s interest upon 
the preference shares, and a dividend for 
the half year upon the ordinary share cap 


ital at the rate of 8% per cent. per annum, 
The directors of the company have ac- 
quired a valuable addition to their prop- 
erty at the Whiteash mills, consisting of 
fre¢hold buildings and land, which will 
greatly facilitate operations. 


According to the labor correspondent of 
the Board of Trade, employment in the 


| paper trade has improved, the percentage 


of unemployed union members at the end 
of July being 2.8, compared with 3.3 for 
June. The percentage for July, 1897, was 6. 

The Manchester Ship Canal seems to 
have seen its worst days. The report read 
at the last meeting of shareholders was de- 
scribed as the most satisfactory ever yet 
presented. The canal is beginning, if not 
exactly to pay, at least not to lose. Last 
year, at this time, there was a balance to 
the bad of $4,000. This year there is a 
balance to the good of $102,500. The traf- 
fic has increased from the 261,000 tons with 
which the undertaking started to 920,000 
tons. Apparently all the money that can 
be spared is put into the improvement of 
the works, and the company is beginning 
to have its reward for past enterprise. It 
is admitted that the docks, however en- 
larged, can never suffice for the whole traf- 
fic. But this difficulty has been met by 
utilizing the banks as supplementary docks 
for different kinds of local traffic. By this 
expedient the canal has become “a dock 
35 miles long.” The “Port of Manches- 
ter” has now its own lines of steamers, 
and there is a large fleet on the stocks. 
The directors talk confidently of a day 
when it will be one of the foremost ports 
of the kingdom, and when, as may be sup- 
posed, it will have its own particular type 
of old salt. But this is tor the future. 
Meantime it is agreeable to note that the 
present cheers, if it does not precisely ine- 
briate.

There has been no great change in the 
condition of business this week, although 
it is reported to be somewhat better than 
last week. The conditions are more favor- 
able for a good business this week than 
last, and this is one of the reasons why 
trade has increased somewhat. All of the 
mills in this city are running on full time 

| to-day, and have been this week. The 

| manufacturers say that a fair number of 
orders have been received this week, and 
the outlook is brighter than it has been for 
some time. Th@fall trade is about open- 
ing up, and as has been stated all along 
there is every reason to believe that it will 
be encouraging. The Western trade of the 
mills is good at the present time, and this 
particular trade seems to be better than the 
trade in the Eastern States. Trade has in- 
creased satisfactorily in the Western 
States, but is somewhat slower in picking 
up in the East. 

The mill owners of this city would have 
no cause to complain if they could get as 
large orders from the Eastern trade as 
they can from the Western folks. It is 
stated that the Western men give nearly 
all of their orders to one mill—that is, if 
they have a big order it goes to one 
concern; but, on the other hand, the 
trade in the East has got in the 
habit of dividing the orders among 
a number of mills, and this is not 
as satisfactory to the manufacturers as one 
large order would be. Any mill man will 
tell you that he would much rather fill one 
big order than a number of smaller ones, 
even though the prices and profits were 
the same; but as a general rule the profits 
on the smaller orders, while they may be 
larger upon the amount of paper shipped, 
are not as good as upon one large order. 
For this reason, then, it can be seen why 
the Western trade is catered to. 

One of the manufacturers in this city 
says that he has refused a number of small 
orders from New York and Philadelphia, 
and has been running on the larger orders 
from the West. Another reason stated 
why the Western field is preferable to the 
Eastern is that there are not as many small 
concerrs starting up in the ‘West as in the 
East. These little “shavers” want to sell 
goods, even if they are obliged to sell at 
very narrow margins and profits for which 
they cannot long continue in _ businéss. 
The little concerns have become very 
troublesome to the large manufacturers of 
the Connecticut Valley, but it is only a 
question of time when the larger mills will 
be doing all of the business and the little 
ones will have killed themselves by per- 
sistence in a poor policy—namely, that of 
selling below the average cost of prodrc-

A considerable 
quantity of wood pulp has been received 
by some of the mills this week, and the 
market for this product is good. Prices 
continue to be about the same, and there 
has been little change either way in this 
product for some weeks, although there 
has been a tendency toward the down- 
ward path if anything. 


The local envelope men and men well in- 
formed in the envelope business were not 
surprised when it became known that the 
Morgan-Plimpton syndicate were the low- 
est bidders on the Government stamped en- 
velopes in the bids opened at Washington 
this week. It was expected that the firm’s 
bid would run very low, and there is now 
no doubt but that the company will have 
the contract, as predicted in Tue Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL recently. The local en- 
velope men have stated that they saw no 
reason for a change, if as good a price 
could be gotten from the present contract- 
ors. The Connecticut River Paper Com- 
pany, of this city, was a bidder upon the 
job, but the Purcell Envelope Company did 
not put in a bid.

Question—We have two water wheels 


connected to the same shaft. Is there any 
water wheel governor in the market which 
will absolutely govern the speed, and pre- 
vent it from “bobbing”? There is a dy- 
namo connected with the power transmis- 
sion, and frequently the lights will almost 
go out, and then immediately flash up to 
more than normal brilliancy, showing that 
the speed was very irregular. Please give 
me the name of a wheel governor that will 
do this work; also tell me how to deter- 
mine what size of governor is needed for 
my wheels. . 

Answer.—The Lombard water wheel 
governor will probably do the business. 
In this instrument the momentum of the 
governor balls is not depended upon to 
move the gate, but some other power, say 
compressed air, is used for that purpose. 
The action of the gaté-moving mechanism 
is thus made very quick and sure. It is 
positive, beyond a doubt. In other words. 
this governor works somewhat on the 
principle of a damper regulator which is 
actuated by city water pressure, the dia- 
phragm action only turning the water on 
and off. 

In order to intelligently figure the kind 
of a Lombard governor needed for any 
particular power plant. it is necessary that 
full information be obtained as to the 
length and diameter of the closed water 
column supplying each wheel, as well as 
the velocity of water in said column, so 
that the momentum energy of the water to 
be governed can be calculated. The 
“closed water column” is the body of wa- 
ter from the wheel gates to the open flume 
or penstock. If the wheel is set directly 
in an open flume there cannot be much of 
a “closed column,” but if a penstock 100 
ieet long is used to connect wheel and 
flume, then there is a column of water of 
given length and diameter which, if flow-

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ing at a given velocity, cannot be stopped 
instantly without bestowing great pressure 
on the gates that suddenly arrest the mo- 
tion of the moving column of water. 

In governing, if a gate at the end of 
such a long penstock be suddenly closed 
one-half, the volume of water will not be 
correspondingly decreased because of the 
increased velocity of the water pouring 
through the orifice so suddenly contracted. 
Hence the necessity of taking into account 
the stated data and a good many other de- 
tails. 

It is also necessary to know all about 
the gate rigging of the wheels; the num- 
ber of turns of hand wheel, its diameter, 
and the amount of energy necessary to 
move it. 

The Lombard governors are built in 
eight distinct types to fit special require- 
ments. I have seen one of these govern- 
ors, connected with the gates of two wa- 
ter wheels connected as mentioned, so reg- 
ulate the water that an electric power plant 
could be, and was, repeatedly thrown on 
and off, fully and completely, without 
causing any change in speed of the wheels 
that could be perceived by a spectator who 
was watching closely a single incandescent 
light, which was the minimum load when 
the main switch was suddenly opened. 
There was no disturbance whatever, either 
mechanical or electrical, and the governor 
controlled the power and speed absolutely. 

Question.—What is the proper quantity 
of oil and resin to make glue used for 
sticking logging on speed pulleys of ma- 
chine? 

Answer.—The mixture described should 
not be called glue, for it is more properly 
a wax, and is usually known the world 
over as “lagging wax.” The same formula 
will not answer in different mills, for the 
proportions vary with the quality of oil, of 
the resin, and with the season, for more 
oil is required in winter and less in sum- 
mer. When certain kinds of oil and resin 
are to be used, it is better to make a trial 
trip by measuring or weighing out say an 
ounce each of oil and of resin, then melt 
and mix a portion of each in a big spoon, 
in a small dish. Cool after mixing, and if 


at 70° Fahr. the wax can be barely lifted 
on the end of a stick it is about right. If 
it comes up easy more resin is needed. 

After the right degree of hardness is 

i reached carefully weigh the remaining oil 
and resin, and deduct the 
the original weights. From the amount of 
each used. a formula for lagging wax to be 
made from that particular resin and oil 
may be made up. 

Question.—If a wire or dry felt is away 
over to the back side and the guide roll 
won't fetch it back, which side of the 
stretch roll must I tighten down to bring 
the felt or wire over? Will it be the back 
side or the front side? 

Answer.—Conditions may vary so much 
that what would do it in one case would 
not answer in another. For instance, if in 
one case the rolls were all exactly level, 
moving the front end of the stretch roll 
down might bring the felt or wire over, 
but if there should be something out of 
line, and the rolls adjusted so as to com- 
pensate therefor, it might be necessary for 
the front end of the roll to be raised, in 
order to secure the desired effect. 

The unnoticed conditions in cases like 
this are so many and so varied that no 
iron-clad rule can be made to cover all the 
cases met with in actual practice. A very 
safe rule to follow in such cases is to note 
which way the guide roll moves to bring 
the wire or felt over, then regard the 
stretch roll as another guide roll and move 
it in the same direction that it has been 
necessary to move the guide roll. This is 
always a safe way to get out of the prob- 
lem “which way to move the roll to bring 
the wire or felt over.”

L. D. Post, Publisher of THe Parer Mitt: 
Dear Sir: My attention was called to 
an article in the last issue of your paper, 
in which Olin Scott, mechanical engineer,

To do this it will only be necessary 
for me to refer to the monthly report 
of our mill, and as an example | will 
take the figures for the months of April, 
1896 and 1897, as during these periods 
the river is usually at its greatest height. 
In April, 1896, we were operating two 
New England Grinders, and the output 
of the mill was 825,300 pounds of pulp, 
as against 1,121,400 pounds during the 
month of April, 1897, or a gain of 
200,100 pounds, when we were operat- 
ing the two Challenge Grinders. In ad- 





dition to this gain the pulp was of a 
superior quality, and was double screened 
instead of single screened, as was pulp 
manufactured in 1896. The report of our 
mill for the largest run made in twenty- 
four hours will also show that my conten- 
tion that the Challenge Grinders are 
superior to those formerly used by us is 
correct. With the New England Grinders 
the output was 41,800 pounds, as against 
58,200 pounds with the Challenge 
Grinders, the pulp being in every par- 
ticular fully as good. We have facts and 
figures to disprove the statement made 
by Mr. Scott, that when paying for the 
machinery the mill often delivered more 
than ten tons daily of air dry pulp. The 
daily reports of ‘our mill afe open 
for inspection to any and all who 
may desire to verify the correctness 
of the above statements. . 
Not being a “ Mechanical Engineer” | 
may have possibly erred relative to the 
head being 52 feet, but will say that in 


the summer of 1895, two years after Mr. 
Scott placed the machinery in our mill, 
and before either of the above mentioned 
records were taken, we raised our dam 
four feet and put an addition to our draft 
tubes of about five feet. No change, 
however, was made to our wheels, and 
we are to-day running under the same 
head and conditions as then. 

While I do not feel called upon in any 
sense of duty to defend the Challenge 
Grinder Company, nevertheless I am free 
to confess that I am more than willing to 
give credit where credit is due, and in 
view of the above figures which I have 
presented I believe I am fully justified 
in defending the testimonial which has 
appeared in your journal, Mr. Scott to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 


invoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be secn at any time. 


While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
‘o 14 tons per day,” and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April 
22, 1898, wherein he says that in April, 1896, the two New England Grinders made 825,3v0

CHICAGO, ill., September 7, 1898. 

A change in the weather has made one 
feel like devoting some attention to busi- 
ness once more. For seven days the heat 
was intense, but to-day it is cool and de- 
lightful. To do business during the hot 
spell was contrary to all inclination, and 
consequently no more was done than was 
absolutely necessary to meet pressing de- 
mands. As was expressed by one of the 
heads of a paper house, ‘Last week was 
so hot that I did not care to do any busi- 
-but to-day I feel like a new man, and 
anything that 


ness, 
capable of grappling with 
comes within my reach.” 
The very best of feeling prevails among 
the paper houses, and everyone is looking 





forward to a good fall trade—a big trade 
in fact. While the present trade is not 
large it is certainly good. It is beginning 
to “give evidence of assuming its wonted 
condition. Prior to the month of June city 
printers are ordering more freely, and the 
demand from the country is increasing 
every day. If anything, trade from the 
country is better than it is in the city, 

So far as I learn the mills are not crowd- 
ed with orders, though they are somewhat 
busier than they were last month. . They 
are not complaining, however, as they are 
sanguine that business is coming their way 
this fall very largely. Mill men are losing 
no time in putting things into shape so as 
to be able to turn out large quantities of 
paper between now and the 1st of January. 
This is specially true of book and writing 
manufacturers, who are more than satis- 
fied with the rest which has been accorded 
them the past three months. They feel 
like pushing things from this time on, not 
because of any special desire they have for 
increasing their bank accounts, but because 
they delight in seeing their machinery 
moving. 

There has been no particular change iu 
the prices of paper, though it is generally 
conceded that manillas are a little weaker, 
and likely to drop a shade at almost any 
time—in fact, butcher’s manilla may be said 
to be a trifle lower even now. 

The news market is about the same as it 
has been for the past month, Perhaps it 
may be safely said that a little lower figures 
may be had at the mills than a month ago. 
There seems to be no trouble in getting 
the mills to fill orders at 2 cents—2.10 cents 
if delivered in Chicago. The selling price 
in this city is from 2.20 to 2.40 cents, ac- 
cording to quantity and quality. 

These prices are for regular weights, the 
minimum of which is 28 pounds. For 25 
pounds to the ream one-fourth of a cent a 
pound is added, and 15 cents for 27 pounds. 
I am informed that this rule is pretty gen- 
erally adhered to by the mills. The excep- 
tions are where dealers order one or more 
carloads of regular weights and ask that a 
few bundles of the lighter be added.
